£ 8 vice : We therefo:e, by the Advice of Pur P2ivy Council, have thought fit to 
SS Huvliſh this Our Royai Pzoclamation ; And do hereby firictly Charge and 
Command all Scamen and Mariners remaining in any County of Englaud 
o/ Wales, and not Liſted in Our Service, That they fozthwith Bender 
themlelves unto the-Pzincipal Officers and Commiſſioners of Our Navpin

Hull, and Great Yarmouth, inn ozder Fo their being Received into gap and Sent an Board ſuch of Dur Ships = 
as ſhall be found moſt expedient foz Pur Service; And if any of them lhall hereafter be found out oz diſco⸗ 
vered to Have neglected ta Obey this Dur oval Command, they ſhall be Pzocceded againſt with all Seve⸗ 
rity. And We do hereby Require all $ayozs, Wapliffs, Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Conſtables and 
other Dfficers to whom it doth oz may appertain, That they cauſe diligent Search to be made within 
all and every their Pzecincs, foz the ſaid Seamen and Mariners, and to Scize and Secure the Perſons 
of ſuch of them as lhall be there found, and alſo all ile and unknown Perſons whatſoever, who 
may juſtly be ſuſpected to be Seamen oz Watermen, andcauſe them to be ſent tothe Pzincipal Officers 
and Commiſſioners of Pur Navy in London, oz to ſuch other of the Perſons and Places afozeſaid, to 
Which they may molt conveniently be ſent, in oꝛder to their being Employed in Pur Service; And alſo 
ſend up to Dur P2ivy Council a Liſt of the Names of all ſuch Seamen and Mariners as they ſhall pꝛo⸗ 
cure foz the Serv ce afozeſaid, together with the Names of the reſpective Perſons to whom, and Pla⸗ 
ces to which they ſhall lend them. And the ſaid Principal Officers and Coinmiſſtoncrs, and other Per- 
ſons afozeſa:d, ſhall give Receipts in Writing foz the ſeveral Seamen and Mariners delivered to them in 
purſuance hereof. And We ds hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command, That no Perſon oz Pexſons 
whatſoever, do pzeſume to Tonceal, oꝛ to Further oz Favour the Eſcape of any Scamen oꝛ Mariners, 02 
loofe and unknown Perſons afozeſaid, upon Pain that all and ſingular Perſous offending herein, be 
fo:thwith Committed to Pziſon by the nert Puitice of the Peace 92 other Magiſtrate, and Pꝛolecuted 
With all Severity accozding to Law, as Perſons Conſpiring againſt Us and the Safety of Pur King- 
dom. And we are hereby pleaſed further to wake known, That We have given effectual Ozders to the 
reſpective Officers and Perſons herein above Appointed, to Receive the ſaid Men, and foz Paying fozth- 
with to the Conducto2s the Impꝛeſt and Conduct-Woney diſburſed upon this Service. -
